SIXTY LIVES LOST IN A WRECK. 


British Steamer Catterthun Goes Down 
Near Sydney, N. S. W. 

Sydney, N. S. W., Aug. 8.—A boat’s crew of 
Chinese has been landed at Forater, about 100 
miles north of this port. The men report 
that tne British steamer Catterthun, 1,406 
tons, which sailed from Hongkong May 27 
for Australia — was wrecked yes terday 
morning. 

The steamship was wrecked in the Seal 


Rocks off Cape Hawk early yesterday morn- 


ing duringa gale. The passengers, who num- 
bered seventy persons, of whom fifty-five 
were chinese, were asleep below when the 
ship grounded. 

Aftug which has returned from the scene of 
the wreck saved some of the passengers and 
crew of the steamship, and there now is little 
doubt that sixty persons drowned, of whom 
forty-six were Chinese. 

Second Officer Langfar, who had the watch 
on deck at the time of the disaster, says the 
night was dark. Suddenly the steamer ex- 
perienced a terrific shock and foundered a 
few minutes afterwards, The Chinese made 
a rush for the boats, but only one boat load 
reached the shore. The missing passengers 
include three women. 


STEAMSHIP ARGONAUT FOUNDERS. 


Crew Arrives at Kingston, Jamaica—It Isa 
British Vessel. 

Kingsten, Jamaica, Aug. 8.—[New York 
World Cabie.|—The steamship Argonaut has 
foundered off the Jamaica coast. Its crew 
has arrived here. The foundered vessel was 
a screw schooner rig, built of iron, and flying 
the British flag. Cant. J. Giliway was its 
master. Iteailed from London, was owned 
by J. White, and engaged in trade between 
the British provinces and the West Indies.

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SUPREME JUDGE DIES 


JUSTIO HOWELL R JAOKSON OF TEN- 
NESSEE PASSES AWAY. 


‘While His Death Was Not Unexpected It 
Came Suddenly=Compelied by Declin- 
ing Health to Leave the Bench Last 
FalleTakes His Seat in May During the 
Hearing of the Income Tax Case—Spec- 
ulation as to His Successor—Sketch of 
His Career=Other Obituary News. 

Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 8.—Howell Ed- 
munds Jackson, Associate Justice of the 

Supreme Court of the United States, died at 

his residence at West Meade, six miles west 
of this city, at 2 o’clock this afternoon in the 
64th year of his age, of consumption. 

Judge Jackson had been in failing health 
for the last four years, but it has been only 


Im the last eight or nine months that the 


progress of the disease began to cause his 
family and friends uneasiness. Last year 
he went on a lengthy trip to the Far Westin 
search of health. Later he went to Thomas- 
ville, Ga., where it was hoped the mild and 
yet bracing climate would restore his one 
time vigorous constitution. The trip did 
him little good, and after a time he was 
brought home. At his old home Judge 
Jackson seemed to improve slightly until he 
went to Washington to sit in the second

hearing of the income tax cases. He stood 
that trying trip only fairly well, and after 
his return home appeared to lose strength 
rapidly. Nevertheless Judge Jackson never 
took to his bed until last Wednesday a week. 
Since that time his family and friends real- 
ized that the end was near and his death to- 
day was not unexpected. 

Judge Jackson was twice married, the 
first time to Miss Sophia Malloy, daughter 
of Dayid B. Malloy, a banker of Memphis, 
who died in 1873. To this union were born 
four children, as follows: Henry, Mary, 
William H., and Howell Jackson. Henry 
Jackson ig at present Soliciting Freight 
Agent of the Southern railway, with head- 
quarters at Atlanta, Ga.; W. H. Jackson is 
District Attorney of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad at Cincinnati: Howell E.

Washington, D. C., Aug. &,—([Special.]— 
Announcement of the death of Justice Jack- 
son, while not unéxpected, caused general 
regret here and at once opened up a wide 
field for speculation as to his probable suc- 
cessor. Whoever the President may select 
will have to wait until he ia confirmed by the 
Senate before he can take his seat upon the 
bench. The Supreme Court reconvenes in 
October and it is not expectei that an ap- 
_pointment will be officially announced prior 
to the meeting of Congress in December. 

Secretary Carlisle’s friends are disposed to 
urge him for the vacant chair upon the Su- 
preme bench, and it is generally believed he 
would not object to retiring from the Cabinet 
tor a life position of such judicial promj- 
nence and honor, The fact that Justice Har- 
lan is from Kentucky may, however, interfere 
with the transfer of Secretary Carlisle from 
the Treasury Department to the Supreme 
Court. If the President decides to place 
another representative of the Southern States 
on the bench the friends of Representative 
Catchings of Mississippi may press his claims 
upon the administration for the judgeship. 

The New York colony insiéts that the Presi- 
dent should give his own State representa- 
tion on the bench, and points to the fact that 
there is no end of available legal and judicial 
materialin the Second Circuit, which em- 
braces Vermont. Connecticut, and New York. 
In the consideration of New York’s prospects 
for furnishing the sutcessor of Justice Jack- 
son the name of Mr. Hornbiowe: again 
comes to. the front, and itis said Senator 
Hill ie. not as hostile to that gentleman now 
as he was when his name was before the Sen- 
ate on a previous occasion. Senator Hill is so 
earnest in hie desire for political harmony 
among the Democracy of New York this year 
that he might be prevailed upon to withhold 
opposition to the confirmation of Mr. Horn. 
blower. It might be difficult, however, to in- 
duce some of the Senators who based 

thelr objection to Mr. Hornblower on 
grounds other than personal, for a number of 
Democratic and Republican Senators voted 
against his confirmation because they did not 
consider him of the proper judicial tempera. 
ment. The name of ex-Pustmaster General 
Bissell is also suggested, but it does not 
awaken much enthusiasm, even among New- 
Yorkers. 

A popular aspirant for Supeme Court 
honors is Senator Gray of Dela wrare. He has 
cherished a desire to be appointed to the 
bench, although he does not reside in the Sec. 
ond Judicial Circuit. President Cleveland 
did not permit the question of residence with. 
in a certain circuit to interfere with his selec. 
tion of Justice White from Louisiana, and 
upon that fact the friends of the Delaware 
Senator base their hopes.

GETS A NEW OUTLET FOR ITS COAL. 


Reading Secures Important Dock Facilities 
in South Chicago. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 8.—[{Special.]}—Un-. 
disturbed by the coal trade war and the im- 
precations which its business rivals daily 
shower upon its head, the Reading Coal and 
Iron company, through General Manager 
Henderson, has just completed a deal where- 
by it expects to largely increase its trade in 
Chicago and throughout the West, By this 
deal the company secures a new rail yard 
and a large dock in South Chicago, a portion 
of the city heretofore inaccessible to the 
Reading, at no additional expense to the 
company. . 

The new rail yard is located in the vicinity 
of Jackson Park and the dock near a junc- 
tion point where several roads from the 
Iiast enter South Chicago and where con- 
nections can be made with the Belt Line 
railroad, thus giving an outlet for coal to the 
West. 

The company has for some time had three 
docks lying close together on the North 
Branch of the Chicago River, known as Nos. 
1, 2, and 3, and two on the South Branch of 
the river numbered 5 and 6. The leases on 
Nos. 3 and 6 recently expired and General 
Manager Henderson conceived the idea that 
for the rental paid for these docks, $6,000 
per annum, he could ‘secure a dock in a por- 
tion of the city where the Reading had not 
been heretofore represented, and thus secure 
an additional outlet for the company’s coal.

The Vege- 
tarians who made the attack were heard to 
say they had killed all the foreigners. 

Five bodies were found in the ruins of the 
houses destroyed, which were burned, four of 
them beyond recognition. The head of Han- 
nah Gordon of Australia was nearly cut off. 
Herbert Stewart died about three hours later. 

Vong, the Ku Cheng magistrate, came to 
Hwasang Friday afternoon, Aug. 2, with 100 
soldiers. He viewed the bodies, saw the in- 
jured, inquired the names of all, the places of 
the injuries, and made out an account. He 
did what he could to heip the survivors to get 
off to Suikow.

New York, Aug. 8.—The Secretary of the 
Methodist Board of Foreign Missions, the 
Rev. Dr. D. A. Leonard, received today from 
Dr. Smythe, the President of the Anglo- 
China College at Foo Chow, the followmg 
cablegram : 

Soldiers looting Ku Cheng. Foreigners all safe 


at Feo Chow. No efficient means have been 


taken to arrest murderers. Appeal to Washing- 
ton to rouse Denby. 

Dr. Leonard says he has no doubt the Amer- 
ican missionaries have gone tothe nearest 
central cities, where they enjoy much better 
protection than in the villages. He is hope- 
ful the worst of the rioting is over and thinks 
the cablegram quoted gives evidence that no 
Americans in the service of the Methodist 
Board have lost their lives. Hehas com- 
municated with the State Department. 
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reports of outbreaks in new quarters, were 
shown to the legation officials, but no addi- 
tional information could be given by them 
beyond locating the seenes of the trouble 
and explaining the classes involved. The 
places mentioned are easily accessible and 
are near the large cities of Amoy and Shang- 
hai. It will be much easier to reach them 
than the inaccessible places where the first 
uprisings occurred, 

It is said the military forces will not be 
sent from Pekin or other cities, as 
there are garrisons. near at under the 
direction of the Governor-General of the 
Provinces. There.is telegraphic communi- 
cation between the authorities at Pekin and 
these provinceg, so that there need be no de- 
lay in putting into effect such strong mili- 
tary policy as China may adopt. 

The Vegetarian fanatics, who are causing 
the outbreaks, are a secret political order. 
They say they are a religious sect, but in 
reality they stand to China as the Nihilists 
do to Russia. They have long been seeking 
to overthrow the Pekin government, and it 
is the belief that their main purpose at pres- 
ent is not directed against Christians, but is 
intended to embroil the goverment with for- 
eign coyntries, and thus lead to the embar- 
rassment and possible overthrow of the 
present Pekin authorities. For this reason 
it is believed the central government will 
use all its resources to suppress the Vegeta- 
ridns not only in response to foreign de- 
mands but as a measure of self-protection. 
The Vegetarians get their name from the 
fast that they live wholly on vegetables, de- 
nying themselves all flesh food. They are 
mainly Buddhists,for the central government 
allows Buddhism, Confucianism, and one 
other religion to’ flourish, and there is no 
clear line of demarkation between them. 


CHINESE OFFICIALS FAIL TO ACT. 


They Do Not Intervene, Although They 
Know Trouble Is Brewing. 

Shanghai, Aug. 8.—J. Courtney Hixson, 
United States Consul at Foo Chow, obtained 
the names of fifty natives implicated in the 
Ku Cheng massacre, ingluding the leaders 
and some of the actual murderers; He also 
obtained proof that the Chinese officials 
knew that trouble was brewing some days 
prior to the massacre. Nota single Chinese 
official attended the funerals of the victims. 
Reports are arriving daily from almost every 
province of horrible official persecution of 
native Christians and of molestation and in- 
sults to foreigners in the interior. 

Hongkong, Aug. 8.—At a public indigna- 
tion meeting held here resolutions were 
passed expressing anger at the supposed 
connivance of the Chinese Government in 
the Ku eng massacres and disgust at the 
apathy and indifference of the British Gov- 
ernment in failing to recognize the gravity 
of the situation. Those present at the meet- 
ing further declared that money compensa- 
tion for such outrages is wholly inadequate 
and that swift and stern action is required. 

Great anger is felt here at the omission to 
send British troops from Hongkong to es- 
cort the eonsul to Ku Cheng. The Ministers 
in Pekin fail to realize the gravity of the 
situation. It is highly advisable that Brit- 
ish troops go to Fu Chau. The Viceroy has 
not sufficient force, except on paper, to 
make arrests. 


FANATICAL OUTBREAKS CONTINUE. 
They Are Said to Be Organized by Chinese 
Officials. 


London, Aug. 8.—A dispatch to the Pall 
Mall Gazette from Shanghai says that fur- 
ther and reliable news of an alarming nature 
has been received there. It is said fanatical 
outbreaks against the Christians have oc- 
curred at Ching Chow, a seaport of the 
Province of Fo Kien, and at Hupeh, Taiping, 
and An Hul. These outbreaks, it is added, 
are not merely the work of Vegetarians, but 
they are said to be organized and carried out 
by the Chinese officials. The extent of the 
damage is not known, but the foreigners are 
reported to have escaped.

SPAIN DETERMINED TO CRUSH THEM. 


Army of 100,000 Men will Be Sent to Fight 
Insurgents if Necessary. 

Madrid, Aug. 8.—The Premier, Sefior Cano- 
vas del Castillo, in an interview today said 
the Spanish Government was prepared jo 
dispatch 100,000 troops to Cuba if necessary, 
adding that the rebellion would be crushed 
before the end of the year. 

Havana, Aug. 8.—Lieut.-Col. Cebado has 
had an encounter with a band of insurgents 
commanded by Matazas, and obliged them 
to seek refuge among the hills. The fight 
took place near Cienga, Province of Matan- 
zas. The insurgents left five dead upon the | 
field. Their loss in wounded is not known. 
After the skirmish one of the insurgents 
surrendered to the troops. Two soldiers were 


seriously wounded during the fight. 


Capt. Bonet has had a brush with the in- 
surgent band led by Cantero, in the District 
of Trinidad, Province of Santa Clara. On 
the insurgent side three men were killed and 
two were captured by the troops. On the 
government side only two soldiers were 
wounded. 

Tampa, Fla., Aug. 8.— The report that 
Marcos Garcia, the Mayor of Santa Espir- 
itus, and a Ithy and respected leader of 
that district/ and an insurgent chief of the 
last rebellion, had joined the insurgents, 
was confirmed today by private advices by 
steamer from Cuba. The advices say he 
took with him 2,700 men. The news cre- 
ated great rejoicing among the Cubans. 
Its importance cannot be overestimated. 
Both here and in Havana Garcia has the 
confidence of the Spanish authorities. Cuban 
leaders here tonight received a letter from an 
officer of Roloff’s expedition saying it un- 
loaded everything without loss. A passen, 
ger from Cienfuegos reports Gomez in the 
vicinity of Santa Espiritus, also that the in- 
surgents are gaining ground daily. 

Baltimore, Md., Aug. 8.—Dispatches to the 
effect that the James Woodall is being 
chased by a Spanish warship on suspicion of 
engaging in filibustering operations are con- 
firmatory of reports in circulation here 
prior to the vessel’s departure from Balti- 
more July 9. A number of suspicious cir- 
cumstances led to the belief in shipping cir- 
cles that the Woodall was in the service of 
the Cuban insurgents. The Spanish Consul 
here had the steamer photographed and 
copies, with other information concerning 
it, sent to all Cuban and Spanish officials in 
Southern waters. 

Mexico City, Mex., Aug. 8.—Much com- 
ment is occasioned at Progreso by the fact 
that the ostensible motive of the suspected 
steamer James Woodall was to buy cocoa- 
nuts, which are not an article of extensive 
export here. The Captain explained the rea- 
son of his being twenty-three days on the 
way from Baltimore was the breaking down 
of machinery. The Mexican Government 
will have cause to request the Washington 
Government to explain the reason for land- 
ing armed Americans on Mujeres or Wom- 
en's Island, where the supposed filibusters 
disembarked to obtain water. Itis reported 
the Spanish warship which went in pur- 
suit was the Colon, and not the Santa Isabel.

SENATOR BLANCHARD SCORES BOWLER. 


Declares He Has No Power to Interpret 


Law Notes. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.— The hearing 
in the sugar bounty case now pending before 
Controller Bowler was resumed in the office 
rooms of the la: ter this morning. 

Another large interested crowd was pres- 
ent,among them many gprominent men in 
public affairs. Senator Blanchard began the 
day’s proceedings, speaking from a carefully 
prepared manuscript. He said he would pre- 
sent the argument under three general heads. 
He would contend first that the Controller of 
the Treasury is without authority to question 
the validity of an act of Congress; second, 
that the appropriation called in question is of 
constitutional warrant; third, that if it be 
not constitutional strong equities existed jus- 
tifying Congress in making the appropria- 
sy and that Congress has equitable jurisdic- 

ion. g 

While Mr. Blanchard was discussing the 
question of the right of the President to in- 
terfere with the enforcement of a law enacted 
by Congress, Mr. Bowler asked him whether 
he (Mr. Bowler) derived his power from the 
President or from the statute creating his 
office; to which Mr. Blanchard replied that 
the President himself could not revise the 
law. The President, he declared, was with- 
out power to forbid the execution of a stat- 
ute. It is made his duty to execute all laws, 
and if he must execute them, how can he, or 
a subordinate of his, nullify them? 

But,“ replied Mr. Bowler, 1 take the 
ground that if- a law is unconstitutional it is 
null and void.“ 

Mr. Blanchard—“ That is correct, 
law has been declared unconstitutional by the 
United States Supreme Court, but not be- 
fore. The President and no one under him 
can forbid the execution of a law on the 
supposition of unconstitutionality without 
himself violating the Constitution. It does 
not rest with you or any other executive of- 
ficer to originate an objection of unconstitu- 
tionality.“ Senator Manderson suggested the 
income tax law as an instance, 

The income tax law,” said Mr. Bowler, 
was never constitutional.“ 

It was,“ replied Mr. Manderson, “ until it 
was declared by the United States Supreme 
Court not to be so.”’ 

Mr. Bowler—“ I should like to see the au- 
thorities for that statement.“ 

Mr. Blauchard—“ We shall give them to 
you in great abundance before we conclude 
this argument.“ 1 

Mr. Blauchard took issue with Mr. Mander- 
son, holding that the Controller's powers 
were only administrative and in no respect 
judicial, « 

Lou,“ he exclaimed to Mr. Bowler. are 
a mere creature of the law; there is nothing 
coastitutional about you.”’ 

He cailed attention to the fact that in mak- 
ing up the position he had taken, Mr. Bowler, 
acreature of the Fifty-third Congreas, had 
set himself up to question the validity of an- 
other law of the same Congress; he could just 
as cousistently question the validity of the 
law creating his office, and thus present to the 
world the absurd spectacle of a government 
official decapitating himself. 


To Regulate Importation of Sheep. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—Sacretary Morton 
has issued a special order regulating the im- 
portation of sheep and lambs from Canada for 
immediate slaughter. These will be admitted 
into the United States hereafter when acconi- 
panied by certificates from the official Veterinary 
Inspector of the pert of export or district in 
which the animals were raised or fed. stating 
that no contagious disease affecting sheep has 
existed there during the last three months, an 
affidavit from the owner or importer that such 
animals are from the district covered by the cer- 
tificate; that they were not elsewhere during a 
period of three months preceding shipment; and 
that when not driven they have been shipped 
direct to the port of import in clean or. disin- 
fected cars. 


Underground Railway a Success. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—Officials 
of the Metropolitan railway company are so well 
pleased with the underground electrical conduit 
of the Ninth street line they have started a sur- 
vey of F street for the newsystem. Work will 
begin as soon as material can be obtained and 
the company hopes to have the entire line in 
operation by, The conduit has al- 
ready been tested several severe rain-storms, 
bat it has bad no effect on the running of the 
cars. At intervals of 400 feet the conduit draing 
into large pits that catch the solid material. and 
thence lead by twelve-inch pipes into the nearest 
sewer. 


To Test Tubulor Boilers. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—Chief Engineer 
Perry and Past Assistant Engineer Norton have 
been ordered to proceed to Buffalo, N. I., and 
sail on the 13th inst. onthe new. lake steamer 
Northwest.

STEAMS TO DRY Dock. 


Vessel Escapes with Slight Injury After a | 


Long Imprisonment on a Ledge of 
Rocks Off Seventy-ninth Street- The 
Only Damage to the Boat Known 80 
Far Is That Caused by the Tugs in Try- 
ing to Pull It os Hull May Be In- 
jared, 

L. C. Wachsmuth’s steam yacht Sentinel 
was floated from its perilons situation on 
Clark’s reef off Seventy-ninth street yester- 
day afternoon by means of a cable, two pile- 
drivers, and two tugs. Capt. Hausler of 
South Chicago, who was in command of the 
wrecking fleet, came to the conclusion that 
the Sentinel, though a stanch craft of its 
kind, was not built strongiy enough to stand 
the wrenching it would receive should 
it be pulled off the rocks by the 
united power of the tugs. There were no 
bitts on the vessel strong enough to stand the 
strain, and nothing else to make fast to that 
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Everyone Who Passes Through Town Is

In this 
way a sort of cradle ‘was made 
under the yacht’s stern, and then the 
pile drivers on each side commenced to lift 
together. The stern of the yacht was raised 
nearly three feet, and the tugs pulling to- 
gether at the same time, and in two minutes 
the Sentinel was in deep water again. It did 
not appear to be much injured,and under its 


own steam proceeded to the dry dock. It was | 


the intention of the orew to run it ashore if 
it was found that it leaked badly when re- 
leased. It is thonght that the oak keel iy 
badly splintered and that some of the pianks 
are pretty thin on account of running on the 
rocks so hard, 

think,“ said Capt. Hausler, we could 
have pulled the Sentinel afloat with tugs if 
there had been anything on the yacht to 
which we could make fasta tow line. If we 
had kept on pullmg on it last night we would 
have wrecked the entire cabin. As it was 
over $400 worth of damage was done to the 
uppér works by our efforts. Some fine wood- 
work forward in the cabin was badly broken.“ 

When tne Sentinel grounded Wednesday 
evening it was steaming along at 
the rate of fourteen miles 
an hour. It ran its full length on the rocks, 
and the difficulty of releasing it was increased 
yesterday vy a southwest wind which lowered 
the water on the reef. 

Clark’s reef is one-fourth of a mile from 
shore. Inside there is a narrow channel 
which ordinarily has thirteen feet of water. 

The Captain of the Sentinel thought he was 
in this channel, but it appears he laid his 
course too far to eastward. 

The yacht will be repaired ia the dry-dock 
of the Chicago Shipbuilding company on the 
Calumet River. The extent of the damage 
sustained cannot be ascertained until the hull 
is out of water. No water came into the hold 
while the boat was on the rocks or during the 
run to South Chicago. 

The Sentinel is insured in the Marine 
Agency of C. A. Macdonald & Co., Rialto 
Building. The amount of the policies is not 
announced, but it is sufficient to cover the 
vost of wrecking and repairs.

SYNDICATE TO PURCHASE OHIO CANAL. 


It Will Be Widened and Utilized for Ship- 
ping Coal, 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 8.—[Special.]— 
If the necessary authority can be obtained a 
syndicate of Philadeiphians, jointly with 
other interests, headed by Theodore Wright, 
President of the Winifrede Coal and Coke 
company, the main office of which is in Phila- 
delphia, will purchase or lease the Ohio Ca- 
nal, extending from Portsmouth to Cleve. 
land. A preliminary survey of the line is be- 
ing made by authorities at Washington, who 
will submit their report by the middie of 
Septem ber.

This society presented to the Legisiature a 
short time ago an amendment to the cruelty 
to children law, which was adopted July 1, 
1895. Under the law as it now stands Jus. 
tices of the Peace, Police Justices, and Police 
Magistrates have original jurisdiction in ail 
cases of cruelty to children—this follows the 
form of the cruelty to animals lawa, whereby 
cases can be disposed of at once without fur- 
ther delay, expense, and continuances. 

The amended section is as follows: 

Sec. 53.— (Cruelty to children and others.)—Any 
person who shall willfully or unnecessarily ex- 
pose to the inclemency of the weather, or shall 
willfully or unnecessa in any manner ipjdre 
in health or limb any child. apprentice, or other 
person under his legal control, shall be nned not 
exceeding two hundred ($200) dollars, and Jus- 
tices of the Peace and Police Justices or Police 
Magistrates shall have original jurisdiction in 
all such cases.

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PUBLIO GAINS AOOESS TO VAN BU. 
RENT STREET BOAT LANDINGS, 


City Officials and Representatives of the 
Illinois Central Say They Are Pleased 
to Arbitrate the Matter People May 
Pass Now Over the Viaduct to the Boat 
Landings by Means of a Temporary 
Stairway~How the Mayor Expects te 
Get Money for the Retaining Wall. 


All signs of trouble between the Illinois 
Central railway and the municipal authorities 
had vanished yesterday and there were peace 
and quiet in the City Hall and on the Lake- 
Front. It was merely an armed truce, pend- 
ing the conference with the Mayor Aug. 26, 
but people who had business across the 
tracks cared naught for this, as they went 
back and forth unmolested. 

One interesting fact was developed durmg 
the day, and this was that Mayor Swift has 
hopes of getting Illinois Central to pay for 
the construction of the pile and sand break- 
water which is to retain the filled in portion 
of the lake. This is a job which will cost 
$185,000, and the city officials have 
been bothering their heads how to get 
the money in the present depleted 
condition of the City Treasury. Now Mayor 
Swift comes to the front with the intimation 
that the company may be willing to foot the 
bill. 

Jam not willing to go into particulars 
now,“ said Mayor Swift, in talking of the 
matter to friends, but I am free to say there 
is a strong prospect of the thing bemg done. 
When I mentioned it at the conference 
Wednesday the railroad men were horrified, 
but I think they look at it in a different light 
now.“ 

Just what the Mayor has up his sleeve is 
a conundrum, unless it is a trade by which 
the railway company will construct the break - 
water in return for the privilege of fillmg in 
the lake and making coveted track room at 
the bends at Twelfth and Randolph streets, 

Why Viaduct Steps Were Replaced, 

When asked why the railway company had 
replaced the steps to the Van Buren street 
viaduct and people were compelled to climb 
over the structure, Commissioner Kent said: 

We have assumed control of the crossing 
at the Van Buren street viaduct. The gates 
are opened and the public can go through 
them and over the tracks to the shore if they 
prefer that method. It is true we permitted 
the railroad company to erect a temporary 
footpath over the false work of the viaduct. 
The work of demolition is going on and we 
could see no objection to the offer of the 
railroad company to put back the steps and 
make a platform over the false work, Itis a 
mistake to assume the overhead way will con- 
tinue. The company has agreed to take down 
the viaduct within ten days. When it is down 
the false work will have to come down and 
then access to the shore wili be over the grade 
crossing. 

On the same subject Mayor Swift said: 

** When the footpath is down we will afford 
access over the tracks under police protection. 
We insisted upon this point and the railroad 
people submitted pending the presentation of 
a final proposition. ; 


All Quiet Along the Shore. 


There was no disturbance of any kind at 
the Van Buren street viaduct on the Lake- 
Front yesterday. A haifa dozen special po- 
lice guarded the tracks under the viaduct, but 
they were not needed. A crowd of idle men 
hung around all day and watched the work of 
demolishing the superstructure of the via- 
duct. In accordance with the agreement made 
with Mayor Swift the railway company erect- 
ed a stairway at either end of the viaduct 
early in the day.

The only way to prevent this, we think, is to 
keep the crowds off the tracks,” 

Money for Retaining Wall. 

How to raise money for the construction of 
the pile-ana-sand crib which is to retain the 
filled-in portion of the lake for park purposes 
was the principal topic of discussion among 
the Aldermen at the City Hall yesterday. To 
construct the 6,600 feet of retaining wall 
will ost $185,000 and the city has no funds 
availiable for this purpose.

LAKE-FRONT AND ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

The further discussion of the question at 
issue between the city authorites and the 
I!linois Central regarding the tracks of the 
latter between Randolph street and Park 
row has been postponed to the 26th of this 
month. Then President Fish, after having 
talked the matter over in the meanwhile 
with the directors, will be here to consult 
with the Mayor and see if a satisfactory 
agreement cannot be arrived at. 

Until the 26th persons who want to embark 
on the pleasure boats which sail from the 
Van Buren street pier, or who desire to in- 
spect those shallow waters of the outer 
harbor which are to be converted into a 
park, can do so with safety by crossing the 
tracks on the Van Buren street viaduct, 
the tearing down of which will proceed 
with judicious slowness. That is much bet- 
ter than to have a number of persons killed 
while trying to dodge the trains which are 
running back and forth on innumerable 
tracks. During this time the steamboats 
will refrain from whistling, and the special 
- officers of the road will not keep women and 
their babies cooped up on the lake shore. 

All the city wants of the railroad is to have 
it depress its tracks so that the park to be 
created east of them can be accessible with 
ease from that part of the park imme- 
diately adjacent to Michigan avenue. Mayor 
Swift is determined that that shall be done. 
He believes that: the creation of a new 
pleasure ground for the people will be one 
of the notable features of his administra- 
tion. He will leave nothing undone tocarry 
them out, with the exception that he will 
not make unnecessary and costly conces- 
sions to the road. He will not give away 
some of the city’s rights in order to secure 
others. 

The railroad seems to be willing to depress 
its tracks somewhat, but not as much as 
the city authorities want it to. When a con- 
troversy narrows down to a question of feet 
or inches there is generally room for com- 
promise, and so, doubtless, it will be in this 
case. It is much better to arrive at a peace- 
ful understanging thus than it is to go to 
war. The city can do a good many things 
which will not benefit it particularly but 
which will annoy the railroad company ex- 
ceedingly. It should not resort to such tac- 
tics unless driven to it by the road. 

The latter should not be blamed too much 
for trying to make the best terms it can. 
Like other corporations, it does not want 
to spend any more money than it can help, 
but the work which the city wants it to do 
will cost a good deal of money. It is natural, 
therefore, that the railroad officials, while 


unadle to deny the justice of the request 


for the depression of the tracks, should try 
to get out of the city,in exchange all they 
can. It may be that there are some things 
which the city can do which will cost it noth- 
ing, while the road will be a gainer. Such 
inexpensive concessions the city can afford 
to make. This does not mean, however, 
that it should add 160 feet to the road's 
right of way. For that the road could af- 
ford to pay a rental of a great many thou- 
sand dollars a year. 

When the railroad people see that Mayor 
Swift is in earnest, and that the city has 
the power, if it chooses to exercise it, to 
make the situation an exceedingly uncom- 
fortable one for the road, they will come to 
terms. The city may not get all that it is 
asking for now, but Mayor Swift will see to 
it that it gets concessions which will enable 
him to make the Lake-Front Park project a 
success. 


THE SITUATION AT SPRING VALLEY. 

Upon the surface the situation at Spring 
Valley appears peaceful and promises a so- 
lution of the race problem which has been 
agitating that turbulent mining community. 
Below the surface, however, there is plenty 
of material for further tee which the 
State may be called upon to put/down. Col. 
Bayle of the Governor's staff, who was sent 
there to investigate the trouble, suecinctly 
stated the policy of the State Government 
when he declared that all American citizens, 
regardless of color or race, should be pro- 
tected, and law and order would. be en- 
forced at any cost. On the same day that 
Col. Bayle arrived the miners held a mass- 
meeting and passed resolutions as follows: 

Resolved, That we, miners of Spring Valiey, in 
müss meeting assembled, declare it to be our be- 
lief that all men, regardess of race, color, or 
creed, are born with the same, equal right and 
should enjoy the same opportunities in pursuit of 
life and hap 
‘Resolved, That we denounce any attempt at the 
suppressing of ‘these rights as unjust and bar- 
Darous, and pledge ourselves to maintain law and 
order so far as lies in our power. 

These resolutions were passed by the En- 
glish-speaking miners. When the alien 
miners understood their purport, however, 
they were dissatisfied. They sullenly with- 
drew to their saloons and indulged in men- 
aces against any of the negroes who might 
come back from Seatonville, their present 
place of refuge, and attempt to resume work 
at Spring Valley. The President of the 
Mine Workers’ Union declared he was in 
fayor of the resolutions, but he would not be 
responsible if any of the negroes should be 
“stabbed in the back.” When asked wheth- 
er he would protect the negroes the Italian 
Mayor replied he would do the best he could, 
which may mean much or nothing. If he 
does no more than upon the occasion of the 
recent assault it will mean nothing. 

Mr. Dalzell, the representative of the mine 
cumpany, however, has accepted the resolu- 
tions of the miners’ meeting as meaning 
what they say, and relying upon the promise 
of the Mayor to do the best he can and the 
official declaration of the Governor’s repre- 
sentative that all the operatives, black or 
white, shall be protected, and that law and 
order shall be enforced without regard to 
cost, he will advise the colored operatives 


It win then be seen what these alien miners 
will do. If they are peaceable and well dis- 
posec and abide by the spirit of the resolu- 
tions passed at the miners’ meeting all will 
be well and work will be resumed at the 
mines.

STATE COMITY AND FOREIGN CORPORA- 
TIONS. 


The Boston Herald says that— 

The question is being raised in a somewhat per- 
emptory way as to the right of a corporation owing 
its charter to another State to do business accord- 
ing to methods condemned by the laws of a State 


in which it has established itself. There is a 


popular impression that a corporation organized, 
sey, under the laws of New Jersey has a con- 
stitutional right to do business in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 

It adds that there is no reason why a 


combination in unlawful restraint of trade 

which could not be legally formed under the 

laws of Massachusetts should be tolerated 

here merely because it is organized in an- 
other State.“ 

If the laws of Massachusetts tolerate any- 
thing of this kind those of Illinois do not. 
This State has a comprehensive anti-trust 
law which provides for the punishment of 
any corporation organized under the laws 
of this or any other State or country, or of 
any partnership or individual or other asso- 
clation of persons that creates or enters 
into any combination to regulate or fix the 
price of any article or commodity. Any cor- 
poration or firm which is proven to have 
violated the law is subject to a heavy fine, 
as is also any President, manager, director, 
or other officer, agent, or receiver of any 
corporation. Every incorporated company 
doing business in the State is required to make 
affidavit annually through one of its officers 
that it has not been violating the anti-trust 
law. If any corporation fails to do this it is 
made the duty of the Attorney-General to 
begin proceedings to forfeit its charter, if 
incorporated under the laws of the State, or 
to revoke the right to do business in Illinois 
if it is a foreign corporation, 

This State does not allow foreign corpora- 


‘tions to do that which the corporations or- 


ganized by it cannot do. Nor is there any 
legal reason why it should consent to do so. 
The Supreme Court of the United States has 


said that a corporation— 


Must dwell in the place of its creation, and can- 
hot migrate to another sovereignty. The recogni- 
tion of its existence, even by other States, and the 
enforcement of its contracts made therein depend 
‘purely upon the comity of those States—a comity 
which is never extended where the existence vf 
the corporation or the exercise of its powers is 
prejudicial to their interest or repugnant to their 
policy. ‘ 

The court says further that— 

It is clearly an anomaly that corporations 
should be allowed to do business undisturbed in 
States where their charters would be annulled 
were they of domestic origin. If the laws of any 
State have been deliberately framed to favor the 
formation of trusts and monopolies, or if they are 
so administered as to protect the existence of such 
combinations, there is no reason whatever why 
other States should allow their laws to be simi- 
larly perverted, 

Illinois has exercised that discretion. In 
the case of certain foreign corporations, like 
life and fire insurance companies, for in- 
stance, it has prescribed the conditions on 
which they can do business in the State. 
Other corporations doing business in a man- 
ner which the State has declared to be un- 
lawful’ will not be permitted to carry on 
operations here. That their operations may 
not clash with the laws of the State which 
chartered them is a matter of no conse- 
quence. If the Massachusetts Legislature 
has failed to pass laws similar to those of

8 MORE CHINESE OUTRAGES. 
Fresh outbreaks have occurred in China 


against the missionaries as well as against 


foreigners not engaged in missionary work. 
As these new outrages were perpetrated at 
points remote from the scene of the massa- 
re it would appear that other fanatics be- 
sides the Vegetarians are engaged in this 
business, and from the immunity with which 
it is conducted either that the government 
itself is powerless in the premises or that it 
is particeps criminis. In the latest out- 
breaks reported no lives are said to have 
been lost, probably because the foreigners, 
warned in time, escaped to places where they 
cculd be protected, but the furious mobs 
have destroyed the mission-houses and de- 
molished the hospitals. 

Undoubtedly the missionaries themselves 
were unwise to return to outlying localities 
so soon after the close of the war and while 
the Chinese were still smarting under a de- 
feat which they attribute as much to the re- 
fusal of foreign powers to interfere in their 
behalf as to the skill and prowess of the Jap- 
anese, But this is no excuse for the sav- 
agery of these fanatics. Evidently the Chi- 
nese Government is unwilling or powerless 
to stop these outrages. That being the case 
it becomes the duty of the civilized powers, 
and especially of the United States and Great 
Britain, to join hands not only in suppress- 
ing them but in bringing those guilty of 
them to summary punishment and to de- 
mand guarantees .of China for the protec- 
tion of foreigners. If the Chinese Govern- 
ment cannot give these guarantees then it is 
time the powers took possession of China 
and enforced the demands of civilization. 
Reforms must be compelled, and the United 
States should not hesitate to move in the 
matter, as its missionary interests there are 
next in importance to those of Great Brit- 
ain. If the war with Japan has not been suf- 
ficient to teach these barbarians a lesson in 
humanity and the international proprieties, 
then let them learn that lesson by swift and 
sharp reprisals, so that China may under- 
stand that its barbarism Will no longer be 
tolerated. 


TO PREVENT PULMONARY CONSUMPTION. 
Assistant Health Commissioner Dr. F. W. 
Reilly of this city has prepared a circular, 
printed elsewhere, containing valuable 
information in regard to pulmonary con- 
sumption, which he calls 'the great white 
plague.““ He states that consumption is a 
disease of damp localities, undrained sites, 
bad sewerage. Chicago was built in a 
swamp, and its early death rate was fright- 
ful, The raising of the grade of the city 
was begun in 1855, and the present sewerage 
system was begun in 1856. Since then there 
has been a reduction of nearly 40 per cent in 
the local death rate from consumption, and 
this city now stands sixth on the list as given 
by the latest United States census. The rate 
for the whole country was one-eighth, and 
that for Chicago only one-twelfth, of the 
total mortality. 
Dr. Reilly says that if there is to be any 
further reduction in the death rate from this 
cause it must be by recognizing the fact 
‘that consumption is “catching.” The cause 
of the malady is a germ or microbe that is 
contained in the matter expectorated by the 
patient. This is harmless so long as it re- 
mains · moist, but when it becomes dry the 
germ is carried about in the air, and if in- 
haled by a person not in robust health, or in 
any other way predisposed to the disease, 


sumption germs without any separate disin- 
fection. The circular lays especial stress 
upon the fact that the breath of the con- 
sumptive patient is not infectious, and he 
needs not to be feared because of the air that 
comes out of his lungs. 

Dr. Reilly gives the comfofting assurance 
that consumption is not necessarily a fatal 
disease and is not hereditary. Consumptive 
parents need not fear that they will transmit 
it to their children, except in the way above 
stated. But it is important to note that the 
close and intimate relations between à con- 
sumptive mother and her children involve 
great danger of infection if the coughed-up 
matter is allowed to dry before being de- 
stroyed. Thousands of consumptives ought 
to feel thankful for the statement that many 
more cases ‘are cured than is generally 
known, and the result of issuing the circu- 
lar should be a much more careful treatment 
of the consumptive material .thrown off 
from the lungs, both in the hospital and the 
home, io eNOS 

LOWER STREET CAR FARES. 

It was stated in Tun TRIBUNE yesterday 
that the street car fares in Toronto are four 
cents, while only three cents is charged dur- 
ing certain hours of the day, besides which 
the city has a share in the gross receipts of 
the street car lines and other valuable priv- 
ileges. The fact is the company has agreed 
to pay the city $800 per annum for each mile 
of single track and a liberal share in the gross 
receipts, the payment increasing from 8 per 
cent on the first $1,000,000 to 20 per cent on all 
receipts above $3,000,000, while tickets are 
supplied to school children at the rate of ten 
for 25 cents, so that, irrespective of age, the 
scholar may ride at what would be half fare 
in this city. 

The Toronto schedule is none too liberal 
for adoption in Chicago. Single fares might 
be allowed to remain at 5 cents, but not less 
than six rides“ should be sold on a ticket 
for 2% cents and thirty rides for a dollar. 


There are people in Chicago old enough to, 


remember. the times when tickets good for 
six rides ‘were sold at 25 cents each and the 
companies made large profits, though the 
paper money paid for the tickets was worth 
but 65 to 75 cents on the dollar. They can 


recollect that the depreciation of the paper 


currency during the war was the only 
reason adduced by the companies for rais- 
ing the cost-of transportation to 5 cents for 
each journey, irrespective of shortness of 
distance. It was on that plea the fare was 
increased, 

We have been for nearly seventeen years 
past on the gold basis, but the companies 
have made no motion towards putting the 
farés back to former figures. Increase of. 
distance, due to city expansion, has been 
cited as an offset to the disappearance of the 
currency premium on gold, But if that plea 
were a valid one so long as most of the trac- 
tion was done by horses it is not so now that 
the cable has greatly reduced the expense 
and the trolley wire has cut it in two. The 
public ought to have a share in the benefit 
of the reduetion and that benefit should be all 
the more liberal in the price charged for 
transportation over the lines as the com- 
panies are not paying the municipality ex- 
cept in a way that is beggarly as compared 
with the payments made into the city treas- 
ury at Toronto and some other places. 

As the companies in Chicago pay the city 
practically nothing for their monopoly fran- 
chises the only way in which the citizens 
can derive any real benefit is by a substan- 
tial reduction of fares. Five cents for rid- 
ing a few blocks on a cable, L.“ or electric 
car on the street surface is altogether too 
much when the any has the free use 
of the for its and a monopoly 
of the right of way over them. It is not im- 
probable that public sentiment will force the 
companies to recognize the justice of this 
position if a way cannot be found to reach 
them by legislation. There can be no doubt 
that the widespread use of the bicycle in 
going to and returning from the scenes of 
their daily avocations by persons residing in 
the city and its suburbs has been fostéred 
by the feeling that the street car companies 
have charged too much for-the service and 
did not provide sufficient accommodation 
for those who wished to patronize them at 
the two extremes of the business day. Their 
exaction of full fare for half room has been 
in very unpleasant contrast with the Toron- 
to plan of selling 25-cent tickets good for 
eight rides between 5:30 and 8 in the morn- 
ing and 5 and 6:30 in the evening and allow- 
ing children to go to and from school ata 
rate which amounts to but 5 cents for the 
double journey. 

Will the companies reduce their fares vol- 
untarily or wait till they are asked“ in 
tones which they cannot misunderstand and 
dare not disregard? They have the oppor- 
tunity to make the concession gracefully. 
Will they do it? 


WHAT IS A HOSPITAL! 


-- 


A number of suits have been commenced’ 


lately against the man Dowie for running 
a hospital without a license in violation of 
the city ordinance. In some cases Justice 
court juries have decided against him and an 
appeal has been taken to the Criminal Court. 
In other cases juries have held that the de- 
fendant was not guilty—that is, his prayer- 
healing establishment was not a hospital. 
This seems to show that juries do not agree 
as to what a hospital is and that the Judges 
will have to settle that question. 

The dictionary describes a hospital as “an 
establishment or institution for the care of 
the sick or wounded, or of such as require 
medical or surgical treatment.“ Dowie 
denfes that his houses in which he receives 
and boards the sick and the wounded are 
hospitals, because the inmates receive 
neither medical nor surgical treatment. His 
institutions he calls divine healing homes,“ 
the inmates being made whole by virtue of 
his fervent prayers combined with their own 
strong faith. So his contention is that a 
place where persons are cured by supernat- 
ural as distinguished from natural methods 
cannot be a hospital. 

There are some cases where that will be 
admitted. For instance, the other day 
nearly 20,000 persons visited a Catholic 
church in New York to be touched by a relic 
of St. Anne which is kept there. The relic, 
which is the wrist bone of the saint, is kept 
in a small metallic box. <A sufferer indicates 
to the priest the part of the bedy which is 
afflicted and he presses the box against it. 
A large collection of canes, crutches, etc., 
left behind by the owners bear evidence to 
the number of persons who have found 
relief. 

If that church were in Chicago no one 
would claim that it was a hospital also and 
ought to take out a license because people 
were healed there. So if Dowie were to hold 
religious meetings which sick people at- 
tended, and he were to pray for them and 
they were to depart in good health, it is not 


likely that he would be asked to take out a | 


license. But that is not what he does. He 
is not in the habit of working sudden curer. 
Many prayers are required, extending often 
over weeks, owing, he would say, to a lack 


on of hands. They may have strong opin- 


and the ancestors of the Africans did, 
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ions on that score, but the question Whether 
he is a fraud or no is not at issue. So far as 
his religious beliefs are concerned courts 
will not interfere unless an attempt is made 
to use those beliefs to justify practices in- 
consistent with the peace or safety of the 
State.“ 

There ought to be no difficulty about ar- 
riving at the conclusion that any building 
where numbers of sick people suffering from 
different complaints, some of them con- 

-tagious, like consumption, are kept for days 

and weeks until they can be cured is a hos- 
pital and should be subject to municipal 
legislation and sanitary supervision. The 
city is empowered to make all regulations 
which may be necessary or expedient for the 
promotion of health or the suppression of 
disease.“ That gives it ample power to reg- 
ulate Dowie's establishment whether he 
heals his patients with medicine or with 
prayers or whether they get well of them- 
Selves. There should be no more verdicts 
of “not guilty.” 


* 


THE public is not yet definitely informed 
as to “why and wherefore” Prof. Bemis was 
discharged from the faculty of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. He is reported to have 
stated that if President Harper denies he 
was crowded out by monopolists, then he, 
Bemis, will he something to say. With 
such an allegation confronting him Presi- 
dent Harper hardly can be deemed justified 
in maintaining strict silence, seeing that 
the university is not a private institution, 
but one to the founding and maintenance of 
which the public has been asked to con- 
tribute, and which is supposed to be con- 
ducted for the public good. Dr. Harper ‘is 
said to disclaim the idea that the university 
is under monopolistic. influence, and a re- 
cent sermon of his was understood to convey 
the intimation that Prof. Bemis gave um- 
brage by introducing his personal opinions 
into the class room instead of sticking to 
the printed authority of the text-book. He 
is also reported to have told Prof. Bemis 
that vou must either tell the whole thing 
or I Shall,“ and another gentleman connect- 
ed with the faculty has said: “If Prof. 
‘Bemis doesn’t recant or modify his state- 
ments in the public prints Dr. Harper will.” 
Evidently the matter has proceeded beyond 
the point at which suppression will be sat- 
isfactory to the many thousands whese cu- 
riosity has been aroused, and who want to 
know“ which one of the ten reasons said to 
have been named to Bemis was the true 
one, or if there be still another that has not 
yet been told. If the peculiar views of Prof. 
Bemis on economic questions were the real 
reason for his dismissal the public ought to 
know it. If Dr. Harper has anything to 
expose“ he should not hesitate to tell it, as 
Prof. Bemis has said enough to invite the 
avowal, and apparently wants to have the 
whole thing fully ventilated. It would be 
a pity not to gratify him.

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THERE is to be held here next month a 
great Irish convention which will be attend- 
ed by delegates from all parts of the globe 
where Irishmen have established them- 
selves, The topic which is fo be discussed at 
this great gathering is the independence of 
Ireland and the best way to secure it. It is 
understood that a large number of the rep- 
resentative Irishmen of Ireland—members 
of Parliament, editors, etc.—will participate 
in the deliberations. If that is the case then 
their recommendations, if they are unani- 
mous, ought to be accepted by the conven- 
tion, even though these men who come di- 
rect from the Green Isle are not as radical 
in their ideas as the delegates from other 
parts of the world, Presumptively an Irish- 
man living in Ireland, a.citigen there and 
owning property there, knows better what 
is good for him and his constituents than 
does an Irishman who has his home in Aus- 
tralia, the United States, or Canada and who 
intends to live and die there. Doubtless the 
members of the convention will take that 
view of the case and will not insist on the 
Irishmen who have remained in Ireland do- 
ing anything which will make the condition 
of affairs there worse than itis now. This 
idea of having a gathering of the clans from 
far and near is a striking one, and Irish en- 
thusiasm will make this convention a great 
success, provided extremists do not get hold 
of it and make things uncomfortable for the 
delegates from Ireland.

THEIR ATTITUDE LESS REFINED 
‘THAN THE ANGLO-SAXONS 


Theory Confirmed by Lombroso, the Turin 
Philosopher, Whe Deplores Woman's 
Lack of Grosser Instincts=Broader and 
Sounder Views of a Chicago Woman 
Co-Education Will Lead Sexes to a 
Greater Sympathy and Truer Under- 
standing. 0 


It has been said of the Latin peoples that, 
with them, the idea of sex is ever present. 
Embeljish it with romance and gallantry 
though they may, the ugly fact remains that 
their mental atitude is less refined than that 
of the Anglo-Saxon when it comes to consid- 
ering sex. A confirmation of this theory is 
found in the recent utterances of a distin- 
guished Latin, Lombroso, the Turin philoso- 
pher. Like many another of his sex since 
the beginning of time he has been analytic- 
ally estimating woman’s qualities and pre- 
dispositions, His conclusions are the re- 
verse of flattering,his general attitude scorn- 
ful, but since the sex will probably survive 
his disapproval, what he says, in general, 
is of no immediate concern. 

One of his criticisms is, however, especial- 
ly interesting in view of the lately published 
opinion of a distinguished woman educator. 
Lombroso shows little mercy for any of 
woman’s shortcomings, but none of her de- 
ficiencies elicits such contemptuous comment 
as her lack of the grosser instincts as com- 
pared with män. In a burst of disgust he 
adds: That is the sex which evolved the 
preposterous idea of Platonic love or friend- 
ship between the sexes!” (What self-be- 
trayal on the part of the professor.) 

The Anglo-Saxon woman's view of the 
matter is furnished by Prof. Martha F. 
Crowe of Chicago in a recent paper setting 
forth the advantages of coeducation. Among 
other merits it leads, says the writer, to “a 
broader sympathy, a truer understanding, 
and banishes the consciousness of sex,which 
is inimical to purity of mind.” 

A number ofgprominent American women 
writers and lecturers have for years stren- 
uously advocated minimizing the idea of sex 
as far as possible, and this is not 80 fan 
tastic a proposition as it may seem on first 
reading. For, amazing as it would doubt- 
les appear to a Lombroso, the labor of these 
women has not been entirely fruitless. Their 
teachings, combined with other influences, 
have, for example, spared us, as a nation, 
that most unpleasantly suggestive institu- 
tion, the duenna. In a small section of so- 
ciéty the chaperon has been and is more or 
les the fashion, but the intercourse between 
young men and young women is not, as a 
rule, supervised among us. And with the 
result not even the foreigner, ever eager to 
pick flaws, can quarrel 

In spite of the lamentations of the senti- 
mentalists, whoever intelligently observes 
the human family must concede that what- 
ever contributes to make woman a useful, 
as distinct from a merely ornamental or a 
merely pleasure giving creature, and which 
brings her into friendly rivalry on a footing 
of equality with men in college, commerce, 
or the industries, helps greatly to modify 
the idea of sex. How far a distance we have 
traveled on the road to higher relations be- 
tween the sexes can be estimated by com- 
paring the position of women in this coun- 
try with that of their Oriental sister, whose 
life in the harem is one prolonged emphasis 
of the idea of sex. Imagine a Fatima strug- 
gling to grasp the thought of friendship be- 
tween a man and a woman! A conception 
as incomprehensible to the Oriental woman 
as it is to the Italian philosopher. 

Socially the idea of sex is still predom- 
inant, but even here tendencies are at work 
which will eventually modify the eternally 
sentimental pose of the sexes. Whatever 
tends to make woman the comrade of man, 
whether it be riding a bicycle or taking a 
mathematical college course, helps on the 
good time when friendship between the 
sexes as well as romantic attachment will 
be a recognized possibility, nay, desirability, 
in human experience.— Vogue.

MR. SWIFT SPEAKS PLAINLY AT A 
OONFPERENOE ON THE BRIDEWELL. 


Result Is That Lyman J. Gage Accepts an 

Appointment to Raise $85,000 to Build 

a Dormitory for Youthful Offenders— 

Money Is to Be Advanced to the City 

to Meet the Emergency — Executive 

Takes a Rap at the Civic Federation in 
Discussing the Situation. 


Mayor Swift delivered a sharp lecture to 
some unnamed police justices ana incidentally 
hit members of the Civic Federation a severe 
rap at a conference on the brid well question 
heid in the City Hall yesterday. The Mayor 
seemed to be annoyed at the demand of an 
emergency appropriation of $85,000 for the 
construction of a separate dormitory for 
boys at a time when the City Treasury is 
empty, and in closing the talk said: 

There are many things the city ought to 
do which are not done through the neglect of 
citizens, and I want to say if you would give 
‘city officials the support to which they are en- 
titled there would be no need for such organ- 
izations as the Civic Federation. As for the 
bad conditions at the bridewell I know many 
of the Police Justices are to blame. They 
don’t exercise reasonable discretion in the 
commitment of juvenile offenders. I have 
seen boys of 16 locked in a cell there by or- 
der of some Justice for the terrible offense of 
jumping on a railway train, and that perhaps, 
for the first time in their lives.. 

As the Mayor’s audience was made up prin- 
Cipally of members of the Civic Federation 
and police justices the effect was rather start- 
ling, especially as he spoke with earnestness 
and Ike a mah who wanted every word he 
uttered to be heard and understood. What- 
ever chagrin was caused by the criticism, 
however, was removed a little later and hearty 
applause greeted the Mayor when he said: 

It is folly to talk of the city building this 
dormitory now. The treasury is empty and 
we have not the money and thats all there is 
to it.

Differ as to the Cause, 


Some of the speakers differed as to the 
cause of bad results in young boys of confine. 
ment in the bridewell, but it was agreed that 
some plan of separation was imperative, 
Justice Dooley brought out one important 
fact in his remarks and this was that a great 
deal of trouble was caused by the children of 
non-English speaking people who come here 
in hordes. 

„ This ormy,“ Justice Dooley said, “is 
with us and is being recruited every day. It 
is a terrible menace to the community, 
because these people are ignorant and 
eareless of what their children are 
doing. The boys and girls grow up in the 
sfreets and become too sharp for their parents 
to control. They carry on their conversations 
in a language the parents cannot understand 
and drift into evil weys before the eyes of 
their natural guardians without the latter 
knowing it.“ 

All taik as to the city furnishing the means 
for constructing the dormitories was- cut off 
by Mayor Swift's announcement that there 
was no noney in the treasury and he knew 
of no way in which to get any unless liberal- 
minded citizens would fo down into their 
pockets and furnish it. This was the chance 
for Mr. Gage to do some plain ‘talking, and

ayor.

The wildést rumors prevailed as to the 
number of men entombed, and hurry am- 
bulance calls were sent out to every hospi- 
tal in the locality.

Two Hundred Squatters at Marinette, Wis., 
Waters of the Lake and Scald Employes 
of the Mill Company Who Try to Drive 
Them Away=Soldiers Seriously Injured 
by Discharge of Cannon- General North- 
west News. ; 

Marinette, Wis., Aug. 8.—The first blood in 
the fight between the squatters and the mill. 
owners was shed this morning, Six women, 
wives of squatters, sallied out to tear down a 
fence which had been erected around their 


homes during the night. They were attacked | 


by the mill company’s crew. A pitched bat- 
tle ensued and the women were worsted. Four 
of them were taken from the ground covered 
with bruises and bleeding. Jack Lundburg 
and Dick Gorman of the mili company were 
arrested. 1 

The affair is causing great excitement and 
crowds of people besiege the squatters’ dis- 
trict. Mre. Mary Bergerson, who was arrest- 


ed yesterday, was found guilty and given fif- 


teen days in the jail. She went behind the 
bars with her little babe and says she will 
serve her sentence willingly. The officers had 
great difficulty in arresting her and if she had 
not finally consented to the, arrest would 
never have been brought before a Justice, as 
her neighbors were on hand to defend her. 
The women in the squatters’ district are all 
excited now and refuse to be pacified or 
listen to advice. Officers are kept busy 


watching the district and extre deputies may 


be sworn in. 

About 200 equatters are occupy land on 
the bay shore, claimed to be owned by the 
Menominee River Lumber company. This 
land has been accumulating for several years 
by the sawdust and slabs thrown upon it by 
the company and by the receding of the bay. 
The squatters refuse to vacate or pay rent, 
claiming that it belongs to the government 
and that tne company has no claim upon it. 

The company built a fence atound a por- 
tion of it. Thirty women, armed with axes 
and poles, tore it down, threw it into the bay, 
clubbed away the men defending it, and threw 
hot water upon an official of the company. 
This has been repeated for three days. Arrests 
have been made upon both sides. The ques- 
tion of ownership will have to be settled by 
the courts. In the meantime serious trouble 
is expected. The woinen are desperate and 
hard fighters and determined to hold their 
property. 

Ihe company claims to be the rightful own- 
er and demands rent or vacation. As it 
looks now, lives are going to be lost be- 
fore the question is settled. Although 
thisland has been occupied for many years 
the question of ownership has never before 
been raised.
